' Bionic Bear' 
Roar Scares

BURNABY, Canada (AP) - What 
puts a scare into a polar bear? The 
roar from “ Bionic Bear,” a dev ice that 
amplifies a 
bear’s roar to k eep 
marauding animals away from nor­ 
th woods oil work ers. 
Don Wooldridge, a graduate biology 
student at Simon Fraser Univ ersity, 
came up with the idea for Imperial Oil, 
which was look ing for ways to protect 
its work ers from bears. 
“The idea was that the intruding 
bear might think it’s the world’s 
largest bear just ov er the hill,” 
Wooldridge said. 
Wooldridge says he analyzed the 
roars electronically and synthesized a 
sound similar to a roar — but twice as 
long as that of a real bear. 
He experimented by taping the 
grunts and roars of captiv e bears 
fighting ov er a piece of meat near Port 
Angeles, Wash. When he played the 
amplified sound back , it sent one 
k odiak bear up the walls of the cage. 
That was good enough for Imperial, 
which has installed the recordings, 
amplifiers and speak ers at v arious oil 
drilling sites. 
“ One of Imperial Oil’s concerns was 
the morale problem it causes im­ 
mediately after,” Wooldridge said of 
attack s by bears in recent years. 
“ People start saying: Hey, wait a 
minute. I’m not sure I want to work 
here.” 
Wooldridge says bears in the wild 
are 
not 
naturally 
v icious 
and 
aggressiv e, but problems occur with 
young ones whose food catches are 
often stolen by larger males. 
“We’v e seen them lick ing up diesel 
oil,” W ooldridge said. ‘‘They’re 
naturally q uite desperate.” 
Wooldridge is now work ing on a 
system using bear bait containing 
chemicals to sick en bears in an at­ 
tempt to driv e them away and ensure 
they won’t return.

THE RADIO HOBBYIST

Now let’s assume that you don’t have 
it and will see your doctor to discuss 
any of the symptoms that you have. 
Cram ps, lower abdominal 
pain, 
constipation, bloat, and gaseous 
distention are only a few of the com­ 
plaints that might be caused by a 
spastic colon or a wide variety of other 
intestinal disorders. 
You can readily understand that it 
takes a thorough study of the total 
patient before a diagnosis is made and 
specific form s of treatm ent are 
suggested. 
And that takes us to the current 
enthusiasm for fiber and bran as the 
answer to all of man’s intestinal ills. 
They are not the total answer. 
High fiber diets, bran, and roughage 
increase the weight of the stool and cut 
down the time it takes to pass through 
the intestinal tract. There is value to

Speaking Of Your Health

I think I have a spastic colon. I have 
severe constipation, and gas. Can I 
benefit from eating a lot of bran and 
fiber? 
Mrs. S. V., Ga. 
Dear Mrs. V.: 
When you say you “ think” you have 
a spastic colon, is that a diagnosis that 
has been made by a physician? Or is 
this a casual homemade diagnosis? 
A “ spastic colon” is a very specific 
disorder of the intestinal tract. The 
diagnosis is made and confirmed by X- 
ray studies and by constant ob­ 
servation of the patient. 
Now let’s assume that you don’t have 
it and will see your doctor to discuss 
any of the symptoms that you have. 
Cramps, lower abdominal pain, 
constipation, bloat, and gaseous 
distention are only a few of the com­ 
plaints that might be caused by a 
spastic colon or a wide variety of other 
intestinal disorders. 
You can readily understand that it 
takes a thorough study of the total 
patient before a diagnosis is made and 
specific forms of treatment are 
suggested. 
And that takes us to the current 
enthusiasm for fiber and bran as the 
answer to all of man’s intestinal ills. 
They are not the total answer. 
High fiber diets, bran, and roughage 
increase the weight of the stool and cut 
down the time it takes to pass through 
the intestinal tract. There is value to 


this, yet this is still not the whole an­ 
swer. 
Before 
embarking on 
a 
diet 
overabundant in bran and fiber, 
patients should consult with their 
physicians so that the maximum 
benefits of such regimes will be in­ 
dividually assessed. 
I want to add this thought. The cause 
of spastic colon is often unknown. 
Psychological reasons may be playing 
an important role. If this exists, bran, 
roughage, high fiber diet and drugs 
obviously cannot be the cure-all. 


I’ve been told that I have a typical 
“ mask of pregnancy.” I wonder if this 
will disappear.

Occasionally, 
a 
brownish 
discoloration appears on the cheeks of 
pregnant women. This odd blemish is 
known as “ chloasma.”

Many myths have arisen about 
the cause and meaning of this tem­ 
porary condition. 
It is suspected now that the hormone 
changes and imbalance that occur 
with pregnancy may be responsible for 
it.

Financing 
Bill Killed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — It was 
offered as “ an idea whose time has 
come,” but the Ohio legislature has 
rejected, for the time being at least, 
the concept of financing the governor’s 
race with taxpayer dollars. 
A 48-48 tie vote spelled defeat for the 
bill Wednesday on the House floor 
where 50 votes are required for a bare 
majority. A motion to reconsider the 
vote was accepted and left pending, 
opening the possibility that the 
measure could be resurrected. 
Opponents clearly were not con- 
, vinced that the electorate is ready for 
a state plan similar to the method of 
public financing that paid for the 1976 
Presidential campaign. 
In addition, the mostly Republican 
opposition argued that public finan­ 
cing would not significantly lessen the 
influence of special interest groups, 
traditionally the big contributors to 
political campaigns. 
Under the plan, sponsored by Rep. 
Pete Crossland, D-42 Akron, Ohioans 
could voluntarily check off $1, or $2 in a 
joint filing, on state income tax returns 
as donations to the political party of 
their choice, or to the Gubernatorial 
Campaign Fund. 
Candidates for governor from major 
political parties could collect up to 
$1.25 million from the fund in a cam­ 
paign year, if they agreed not to take 
money from private sources. Their 
party or other organizations would still 
be free to raise money on their behalf, 
however.

TEL AVIV (AP) — The wisdom of 
Judaism, recorded over the centuries 
as widely scattered sages interpreted 
Jewish law, is being inscribed elec­ 
tronically on magnetic discs in a 
monumental marriage of tradition and 
computer technology . 
With 10 y ears of labor on the 
Response project, computer scientists 
at Bar-Ilan University so far have 
entered in the computer some 18 ,000 
q uestions out of the total 250,000 in the 
Responsa literature. 
"The Responsa is like case law,” 
said Dr. Yaacov Choueka, 40, director 
of the project. "It covers traditions of 
over 1,000 y ears of rabbis' pronoun­ 
cement on all subjects of life." 
The older q uestions in the Responsa 
often came from isolated Jewish 
communities in Europe, North Africa 
and Asia, where local religious 
authorities were sty mied by a con­ 
troversy . They wrote letters to the 
currently recognized sages — in 
Baby lonia, Spain, Palestine — for a 
ruling. 
Compiled in separate volumes 
starting in the eighth century and 
continuing today , the Responsa con­ 
tributed mightily to the development 
of the ethical precepts of Judaism and 
also helped to unify Jews in one way of 
life no matter where they lived. 
To today ’s scientist, the Responsa 
can be a “storehouse of information 


for all kinds of research, including 
history , sociology , linguistics, business 
and of course Judaica," Choueka said. 
"The problem i* that there is no 
index . You would ‘uve to look through 
3,000 books to find what y ou want.” 
Thus all this information — 14 
million words of unadulterated tex t so 
far—is key -punched into the computer 
memory so that it can be pulled out 
again in a sy stematic way . 
“The program now can scan the 
whole input, looking for a word or key 
phrase.” said Choueka, an immigrant 
from Egy pt whose specialty is in­ 
formation retrieval, one of the fast- 
developing fields in computer science.

Holly wood in Ohio? It may sound 
farfetched, but film producers are 
beginning to find the Buckey e State to 
their liking and in the process an Ohio 
that doesn’t alway s look like Ohio as 
some imagine it has been uncovered. 
A television film crew looking for a 
New England setting for a Christmas 
special was persuaded by state 
promoters to settle for Chagrin Falls. 
The suburban community in nor­ 
theastern Ohio bears a resemblance to 
a q uaint New England town, the 
Ohioans said. 
For “Harry and Walter Go to New 
York,” Columbia pictures turned to 
Columbus and Mansfield, in the latter 
case filming prison scenes inside the 
state reformatory . 
But Ohio may lose out on a 
prospective film depicting the "Black 
Sox " baseball scandal in which the 
Chicago team allegedly threw a World 
Series against the Reds. It seems 
without Crosley Field and the old 
Sheraton Gibson Hotel, Cincinnati just 
doesn’t look enough like the Queen City 
of the World War I era. 
And Cleveland didn’t look enough 


like Cleveland during the depression, 
so another film company ended up in 
Dubuq ue, Iowa. 
"Deer Hunter,” however, a major 
film which was to be shot partly in 
Pennsy lvania, has found a home in 
four Ohio cities. 
Promoting Ohio as a film setting is 
the job of the Ohio Film Bureau, a 
state agency working out of the 
Department of Economic and Com­ 
munity Development. 
A spokesman for the bureau said the 
film industry was a “very profitable” 
one, y ielding $1 million last y ear in 
money left behind for food, lodging, 
ex tras, transportation and salaries of 
craftsmen. 
The film bureau spent about $10,000 
advertising in Variety and the 
Holly wood Reporter for film com­ 
panies, a modest sum compared to the 
$200,000 invested by the state of 
Georgia. 


Sen. Robert D. 
Freeman, D-29 
Canton, an early entry into the 1978 
race for lieutenant governor, isn’t 
ex actly a household name in Ohio 
politics, but he is building a familiar 


mini-machine back in Stark County . 
Freeman’s 28 -y ear-old son, Jim, was 
elected last y ear Stark County Clerk of 
Courts. He had to vacate a position on 
city council to run for the county post, 
but no m atter, 26-y ear-old Mike 
Freeman is running for his brother’s 
seat. 
The elder Freeman, who is 54, didn’t 
come to politics easily . He lost a race 
for the state board of education in 1955 
and then failed in bids for legislative 
office in 1956, 1960. 1964 and 1966. 
In 1970, Freeman broke the ice, 
winning election as a Stark County 
commissioner. Four y ears later, he 
ousted incumbent Republican Richard 
Reichel and captured a seat in the Ohio 
Senate. 
He will have to give up the Senate 
spot if he stay s in the race for 
lieutenant governor. 
Freeman won a big victory earlier 
this week when Gov. James A. Rhodes 
signed into law his bill permitting 
pharmacists to substitute, less ex ­ 
pensive generically -eq uivalent drugs 
for doctors’ prescriptions. 
He is also the author of the state’s 
open meetings "sunshine law

TEL AVIV (AP) — The wisdom of 
Judaism, recorded over the centuries 
as widely scattered sages interpreted 
Jewish law, is being inscribed elec­ 
tronically on magnetic discs in a 
monumental marriage of tradition and 
computer technology. 
With IO years of labor on the 
Responsa project, computer scientists 
at Bar-Ilan University so far have 
entered in the computer some 18,000 
questions out of the total 250,000 in the 
Responsa literature. 
“The Responsa is like case law,” 
said Dr. Yaacov Choueka, 40, director 
of the project. “It covers traditions of 
over 1,000 years of rabbis’ pronoun­ 
cement on all subjects of life.” 
The older questions in the Responsa 
often came from isolated Jewish 
communities in Europe, North Africa 
and Asia, where local religious 
authorities were stymied by a con­ 
troversy. They wrote letters to the 
currently recognized sages — in 
Babylonia, Spain, Palestine — for a 
ruling. 
Compiled in separate volumes 
starting in the eighth century and 
continuing today, the Responsa con­ 
tributed mightily to the development 
of the ethical precepts of Judaism and 
also helped to unify Jews in one way of 
life no matter where they lived. 
To today’s scientist, the Responsa 
can be a “storehouse of information

for all kinds of research, including 
history, sociology, linguistics, business 
and of course Judaica,” Choueka said. 
“The problem is that there is no 
index. You would have to look through 
3,000 books to find what you want.” 
Thus all this information — 14 
million words of unadulterated text so 
far—is key-punched into the computer 
memory so that it can be pulled out 
again in a systematic way. 
“The program now can scan the 
whole input, looking for a word or key 
phrase,” said Choueka, an immigrant 
from Egypt whose specialty is in­ 
formation retrieval, one of the fast- 
developing fields in computer science. 
Bills To A llow

started using many of the facilities on 
the same property in 1976.

like Cleveland during the depression, 
so another film company ended up in 
Dubuque, Iowa. 
“Deer Hunter,” however, a major 
film which was to be shot partly in 
Pennsylvania, has found a home in 
four Ohio cities. 
Promoting Ohio as a film setting is 
the job of the Ohio Film Bureau, a 
state agency working out of the 
Department of Economic and Com­ 
munity Development. 
A spokesman for the bureau said the 
film industry was a “very profitable” 
one, yielding $1 million last year in 
money left behind for food, lodging, 
extras, transportation and salaries of 
craftsmen. 
The film bureau spent about $10,000 
advertising in Variety and the 
Hollywood Reporter for film com­ 
panies, a modest sum compared to the 
$200,000 invested by the state of 
Georgia. 


Sen. Robert D. Freeman, D-29 
Canton, an early entry into the 1978 
race for lieutenant governor, isn’t 
exactly a household name in Ohio 
politics, but he is building a familiar 


mini-machine back in Stark County. 
Freeman’s 28-year-old son, Jim, was 
elected last year Stark County Clerk of 
Courts. He had to vacate a position on 
city council to run for the county post, 
but no matter, 26-year-old Mike 
Freeman is running for his brother’s 
seat. 
The elder Freeman, who is 54, didn’t 
come to politics easily. He lost a race 
for the state board of education in 1955 
and then failed in bids for legislative 
office in 1956, 1960, 1964 and 1966. 
In 1970, Freeman broke the ice, 
winning election as a Stark County 
commissioner. Four years later, he 
ousted incumbent Republican Richard 
Reichel and captured a seat in the Ohio 
Senate. 
He will have to give up the Senate 
spot if he stays in the race for 
lieutenant governor. 
Freeman won a big victory earlier 
this week when Gov. James A. Rhodes 
signed into law his bill permitting 
pharmacists to substitute, less ex­ 
pensive generically-equivalent drugs 
for doctors’ prescriptions. 
He is also the author of the state’s 
open meetings “sunshine law.”

President Carter has said a central 
aim o f his nuclear po licy is to achiev e 
first a standstill, then deep cuts, in 
U.S. and So v iet nuclear arsenals. 
The dialo gue already is under way — 
stumblingly , painstakingly — in the 
Strategic Arms Limitatio n Talks — 
SALT. 
Tho se talks began nine y ears ago . It 
to o k three y ears to nego tiate a first- 
phase agreement. The acco rd did no t 
reduce the mo untains o f nuclear arms 
sto ckpiled by the superpo wers. It o nly 
set limits o n the numbers by which 
each side co uld increase their weapo ns 
sy stems. 
Fo r instance; 
—The United States was permitted 
to increase its nuclear submarine 
armada fro m 41 to 
44, with 7 10 missiles 
abo ard. 
—The So v iets co uld increase their 
submarine fo rce fro m 30 to 62, with 95 0 
missiles. 
Stra tegic 
bo mbers, 
m issile 
warheads and the quality o f weapo ns 
were no t co v ered in the agreement. 
This has led bo th sides to dev elo p and 
test bigger, better and mo re accurate 
weapo ns sy stems, replacing tho se that 
had begun to age. 
The jo b o f the nego tiato rs to day is 
made ev en mo re co mplex by the fact 
that the techno lo gists hav e o utpaced 
the po liticians. They keep co ming up 
with new weapo ns co ncepts befo re the 
diplo mats and po liticians hav e quite 
mastered the prev io us set. 
Paul C. Warnke, who directs the U.S. 
Arms Co ntro l and Disarmament 
Agency and who is also chief SALT 
nego tiato r, said in an interv iew: 
“ It (the SALT nego tiatio n) inv o lv es 
the surv iv al o f o rganized so ciety . 
Unless we are able to co ntro l strategic 
nuclear 
arms, 
techno lo gical 
dev elo pments may decrease stability , 
increase the risk and bring us clo ser to 
nuclear war.” 
After so me initial maneuv ering, the 
superpo wers hav e agreed o n a new 
framewo rk fo r nego tiating a seco nd- 
phase SALT pact. 
The three-tier framewo rk wo uld be 


based o n a pro v isio nal understanding 
reached at Vladisv o sto k in 197 4 be­ 
tween then-President Fo rd and l^eo nid 
I. Brezhnev , general secretary o f the 
So v iet Co mmunist party . 


At that meeting, they decided to try 
fo r 
new 
equal 
ceilings 
in 
their 
weapo nry 
until 
198 5 . 
Each 
co uld 
po ssess up to 2,400 lo ng-range missiles 
and bo mbers. But o nly 1,320 o f the 
missiles co uld carry mo re than o ne 
warhead. So me U.S. missiles abo ard 
Po seido n submarines are fitted with 10 
to 14 warheads, each set to hit different 
targets. These are kno wn as “ MIRV- 
S,” meaning “ Multiple Independently 
Targeted Re-entry Vehicles.” 


Carter, in May , described ho w the 
superpo wers ho pe 
to 
build 
the 
pro spectiv e three-part pact: 


1. 
There 
wo uld 
be 
a 
central 
agreement taking in the main parts o f 
the Vladiv o sto k understanding. It 
wo uld run until 1985 and “ ho pefully ," 
he said, wo uld enco mpass “ significant 
reductio ns belo w the Vladiv o sto k 
lev els.” 


2. There wo uld be a two -o r three- 
y ear side acco rd to giv e “ mo re 
bargaining time" fo r settling certain 
disputed issues that hav e emerged 
since 197 4. It co uld include co nstraints 
o n so me mo nster m issiles being 
dev elo ped by the Russians, o n the new 
American wo nder-missile called the 
Cruise and o n the So v iets' ex ceptio nal 
Backfire bo mber. 
3. There wo uld be a declaratio n o f 
intent to go o n wo rking to ward “ the 
drastic, substantial reductio ns” urged 
by the Americans in Mo sco w earlier 
this y ear, fo r “ a much mo re co m­ 
prehensiv e, mo re effectiv e, mo re 
needed SALT III agreement.” 
The cuts urged by Carter ro cked the 
Russians. The pro po sitio n — still 
secret in mo st details — was described 
by a presidential aide as o ne o f the 
mo st radical disarmament plans put 
fo rward since the co ld war started. 
One White Ho use analy st said that it 
was like asking a strategic planner to 
figure o ut: “ Ho w many lemo ns equal 
ho w many to mato es? " 
Brezhnev ’s initial reactio n was icy , 
but o fficials here to o k that to be an 
inev itable stall. The So v iets later 
started grumbling that Carter’s ideas 
were unfair to Russia. 
Brezhnev , his fo reign minister, 
Andrei A. Gro my ko , and So v iet media 
are keeping the dialo gue aliv e ev en 
while co ntinuing their co mplaints. 
Their real o r simulated pessimism 
co uld, o f co urse, be aimed at ex ­ 
tracting greater co ncessio ns fro m the 
Americans. 
Carter and Secretary o f State Cy rus 
R. Vance, fo r their part, are putting 
the best po ssible face o n dev elo p­ 
ments. They say they hav e been en­ 
co uraged by Mo sco w’s willingness to 
carefully assess the U.S. ideas after 
hav ing first deno unced them. 


Meanwhile, lay er after lay er o f new 
weapo ns and sy stems are being piled 
o nto the arsenals o f the superpo wers. 
And each side perio dically spreads 
wo rd o f ev er-mo re deadly armaments 
being 
researched, 
funded 
o r 
dev elo ped. 


The Russians, fo r ex ample, hav e let 
it be kno wn they are deplo y ing giant 
new missiles able to destro y the silo s 
that ho use the Minuteman 
III, 
America’s main 
land-based, 
lo ng- 
range ro cket. 
The Americans, meanwhile, are 
talking abo ut deplo y ing a new nuclear 
warhead, named the MARK 12A, 
which, deliv ered by the Minuteman III 
using a refined guidance sy stem, co uld 
kno ck o ut sev eral So v iet silo s in o ne 
sho t. 
A 
sco recard 
o f 
co mparativ e 
American-So v iet strategic weapo ns 
fo rces, 
based 
o n 
o fficia l 
U.S. 
estimates, sho ws that in the past 10 
y ears the Russians hav e clo sed the gap 
in mo st secto rs but still lag in 
warheads. 
The Americans hav e co ncentrated 
their effo rts no t o n increasing the 
numbers o f their deliv ery sy stem, but 
o n the techno lo gy that enables a single 
m issile 
to 
piggy back 
sev eral 
warheads, each aimed at different 
targets. The So v iets hav e been do ing 
all po ssible to catch up in this area. 
So v iet warheads, in general, are 
bigger than American o nes — but no t 
so accurate. U.S. warheads can land 
within a city blo ck o f their targets. 
Key 
wo rld 
leaders 
hav e 
ackno wledged their mo st urgent jo b 
to day is to co ntro l the unleashed po wer 
o f the ato m. U.S. and So v iet statesmen 
appear to hav e realized this, ev en 
while suspecting each may be try ing to 
o utsmart the o ther.

No w, American-So v iet talks are under 
way to keep nuclear arms o ut o f the 
Indian Ocean. 
Warnke, in the interv iew, ex pressed 
guarded ho pes that an American- 
So v iet seco nd-phase SALT pact will 
emerge by Octo ber when the initial 
agreement runs o ut. 
The alternativ e to deep reductio ns in 


nuclear weapo ns, he said, wo uld be a 
greater 
risk 
o f

techno lo gy will y ield bigger and better 
weapo ns. 


“ There is the temptatio n (in such a 
situatio n)," he o bserv ed, “ to strike 
first because y o u fear y o u wo n’t be 
able to strike seco nd."

Housed in a modem com­ 
plex, early redware, stoneware, 
imported ceramics and Ohio mass 
produced pottery' are displayed in such 
appropriate exhibit cases as water 
pipe connectors, clay conduits and 
tiles. Another building houses a unique 
demonstration area where potters 
work raw clay into the type of ear­ 
thenware for which this area 
is 
famous. Visitors are invited to have a 
seat at the potter’s wheel and literally

sink their hands into the exhibit. 
Summer days in the southeastern 
section of the state are hot and sultry 
ones, so plan to spend some lazy hours 
in the rivertown of Marietta for some 
"cool cruising” up the Muskingum 
River. 
T he Valley Gem, a replica of a 
sternwheeler passenger packetboat, 
takes families for a relaxing hour-long 
trip and brings back memories of the 
times when these boats were the 
floating palaces of the river. 
T hen, take a tour of the nearby Ohio 
River 
Museum 
located 
on 
Front 
Street. 
Here, 
exhibit 
buildings, 
elevated on a platform of stilts for 
flood protection, houses displays of 
natural rivers, early explorers and 
“ T he Golden Age of the Steamboat.” 
T he W.P. Snyder Jr., is docked outside 
to give visitors an opportunity to tour 
the engine room, pilot house, decks 
and crew’s quarters of an actual river 
craft. 
Close-by, on Second and Washington 
Streets, Campus Martius Museum 
captures the history of Marietta with 
fine displays of historic artifacts, 
paintings, antique vehicles and old 
photographs. Once a fortified village 
overlooking the Muskingum, Campus 
Martius was founded by Rufus Putnam 
in 1788. T oday, his plank-covered, two- 
story home, actually enclosed within 
the lower wing of the museum, is the 
oldest known residence preserved in 
Ohio.

Department officials expect Vietnam 
to return the remains of 22 Americans 
listed as missing in the Indochina war 
and hint that Hanoi may be preparing 
to reveal the fate of other missing U.S. 
citizens. 
Senior state department officials 
told a House subcommittee Wed­ 
nesday they expect the bodies of 20 
U.S. military men and two civilians to 
be turned over by Hanoi by the end of 
September. 
The 22 bodies include 15 identified by 
Hanoi officials in a Paris meeting with 
U.S. representatives in June, plus five 
listed as unknown, and the two 
civilians about whom queries had been 
made. 
The subcommittee, headed by Rep. 
Lester Wolff, D-N.Y., scheduled a 
closed-door meeting today with 
Nguyen Cong Hoan, a Vietnamese 
legislator who says he has information 
about missing Americans. 
Hoan, who escaped from Vietnam 
last March, arrived in the United 
States this week. Questioned by 
another House panel Tuesday, he said 
his information 
was 
based 
on 
“rumors” but came from a trust­ 


worthy source, who would be in danger 
if identified. He indicated there are 
Americans living in jails in Vietnam. 
Richard 
Holbrooke, 
assistant 
secretary of state for East Asia, told 
Wolff’s panel Wednesday that there 
was special significance in the fact 
that, for the first time, the Vietnamese 
had offered to return bodies which had 
not been the subject of specific 
inquiries. 
But a congressman who twice led 
U.S. delegations to Hanoi to seek in­ 
formation on missing Americans says 
he doubts Vietnam will ever account 
for all MIAs. 
Rep. G.V. Montgomery, D-Miss., 
told the subcommittee that some 
American pilots shot down during the 
war were lost at sea or in remote 
jungle where their bodies were never 
recovered. 
“There is no way the Vietnamese 
could give a full accounting,” Mont­ 
gomery said. 
About 2,500 Americans are unac­ 
counted for from the Indochina war, 
1,800 are presumed dead and 700 listed 
as missing in action. Many were lost in 
I^aos and some in Cambodia, neither of 
which has furnished any information 
to U.S. officials. 
O DNR Seeks Support For 
Ag, Urban Pollution Bill 


Ohioans can help preserve the 
state’s valuable soil and water 
resources by supporting a bill now 
before the Ohio General Assembly 
designed to reduce agricultural 
pollution and urban sedimentation, 
according to the Ohio Department of 
Natural Resources (ODNR). 
“ House 
Bill 
513 
will 
deter 
irresponsible landowners and urban 
developers from poor management 
practices which result in excessive 
erosion damaging the land and water 
of the state,” said ODNR Director 
Robert W. Teater. “It is tunely that we 
take action now to preserve our 
valuable soil and water resources. 
These are vital to our food production 
efforts now and in the future.” 
Teater noted that a stimulus to state 
action 
relating 
to 
agricultural 
pollution is contained in legislation 
now being considered by the U.S. 
Congress. 
The U.S. Senate Environment and 
Public Works Committee is con­ 
sidering legislation which would 
provide $200 million in 1979 and $400 
million in 
1980 to states 
with 
agricultural pollution abatem ent 
programs which primarily benefit the 
public. 
The federal money would be used to 
assist farmers by paying a portion of 
the cost of agricultural pollution 
abatement practices. 
The 
federal 
funds 
would 
be 
distributed through the U.S. Secretary 
of Agriculture to states and local 
agencies implementing water quality 
plans 
concerning 
agricultural 
pollution. 


Ohio would receive significant cost- 
sharing funds if Ohio House Bill 513 is 
enacted into law, Teater said. 


Ohio’s agricultural pollution and 
urban sedimentation program would 
be administered by ODNR’s Division 
of Soil and Water Districts. 


Floyd Heft, Chief of the Division of 
Soil and Water Districts says the bill 
could save Ohioans 50 per cent of what 
it now costs each year to dredge 
harbors and lakes and clean sediment 
from drainage and road ditches. This 
is in addition to loss of sediment and 
nutrients from farm s, biological 
damages, and municipal and in­ 
dustrial water filtering costs. 


“We feel the agricultural pollution 
and 
urban 
sedimentation 
bill 
represents a positive approach to 
solving our own problems and not 
waiting and forcing action by well­ 
meaning but uninformed federal 
people,” Heft siad. 


Heft added that a statewide ap­ 
praisal of the effect of H. B. 513 by 
locally-elected soil and water con­ 
servation district supervisors in­ 
dicates 50 per cent of Ohio’s farmers 
would not be affected by the bill. 
Another 45 per cent would need to 
make minor adjustments. 
“Less than five per cent, the flagrant 
violators, will need to make significant 
changes,” Heft said. “Less than one 
per cent will require hard enforgement 
to bring about corrections following 
intensive educational efforts, technical 
assistance and cost-sharing assistance 
where applicable.”

AUGUSTA, Maine (AP) — It pays to 
shop around before putting your 
money down for a new 40-channel 
Citizens Band radio.

A way to cut costs on the purchase of 
a radio is to make sure you are not 
getting features you don’t need. 


If you’re planning to use a base 
station in your home, there is probably 
little need to have a radio with a digital 
clock. You can always look at a wall 
clock or at your watch to find out the 
time. The owners book which comes 
with the radio will tell whether the set 
has these features. 
They can save many problems with 
unwanted electrical interference from 
the car’s ignition system or other 
sources. 
The same radio used in the car can 
also be used as a base station with the 
addition of a $25 power pack, a device 


which allows regular house current to 
power a radio designed for use with a 
car’s 12-volt battery. 
The power packs also may be used 
with tape decks designed for cars, so 
they can serve double duty. 
Generally, mobile units, designed 


tor car or truck use, are cheaper than 
the base stations made for use indoors. 
Save all you can on the radio, but 
don’t try to cut corners on the antenna. 
A good antenna is perhaps more im­ 
portant that a good radio for getting 
the signal out loud and clear.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
bitter weather last winter convinced 
most Ohioans there is an energy 
shortage, and six of every IO now feel 
the state should develop its own energy 
resources, an Ohio State University 
professor said Thursday. 
“They got the message 
(about 
energy shortages) from the South­ 
west,” Dr. William B. Moreland, OSU 
coordinator of energy research, told 
some 80 persons at a seminar spon­ 
sored 
by the Ohio 
Energy 
and 
Resource Development Agency. 
Moreland said a survey he con­ 
ducted this spring showed more than 
40 per cent of the people thought the 
energy problem was “very serious” 
and more than half thought it was 
“serious.” 
“The winter had its effect,” he said 
“We got their attention.” 
Even so, “most people have not 
insulated their home” or made a 
major effort to conserve energy, he 
said. Nearly half the respondents felt 
the energy problem would soon be 
solved. 
Moreland noted a “definite regional 
split” in the responses. People in the 
northern part of the state, because it 
gets colder there, were more con­ 
cerned and had taken more con­ 
servation steps, he said. 
In general the respondents “agreed 
with energy conservation steps on an 
abstract level, that is, when you say do 
it as a society, but few individuals had 
changed their patterns. They will go 
for energy conservation as long as you 
don’t mess with their lifestyles.”

Todd Tries Hand With Jets 


CANTON, Ohio (AP) — Quarterback 
Richard Todd replaces his boyhood 
hero this season as the New York Jets 
try to climb back into National 
Football League contention. 
“Joe Namath always had been my 
idol since the eighth grade,” said 
Todd, who takes his first step as full­ 
time successor to Namath Saturday 
when he starts for the Jets against the 
Chicago Bears in the year’s first 
exhibition, the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame game. 
Before the exhibition, Bart Starr, 
Forrest Gregg, Gale Sayers, Bill Willis 
and Frank Gifford will be inducted into 
the shrine. They represent the largest 
class since 1971 and bring the hall’s 
immortals to 93. 
“I’m no Namath,” said Todd. “Joe is 
the greatest quarterback that ever 
played the game. I’ve got to do it my 
own way.” 
Todd alternated with Namath in the 
Jets’ 3-11 season last year. Namath, 
who became a free agent, signed with 
the Los Angeles Rams in the off­ 
season. 
Walt Michaels, the Jets’ new coach, 
is making no predictions this fall. “I 
will have the team ready to play, but 
I’m making no promises on a winning 


season,” he said. 
The Bears, in the mind of Coach 
Jack Pardee, already are a bona fide 
challenger and should challenge the 
Minnesota Vikings in the National 
Football 
Conference’s 
Central 
Division. 
“Our team has come to a point 
where we can make a real run at the 
Vikings,” said Pardee, 7-7 in his 
second Chicago season last year. 
Pardee will start Bob Avellini at 
quarterback against the Jets. He 
figures to use Mike Phipps, obtained 
from Cleveland, as Avellini’s alter­ 
nate. 
At other NFL training camps, 
veteran quarterback Bob Berry of the 
Minnesota Vikings retired after 12 
seasons in the league. 
Star running back Del Williams 
admitted to some uneasy feedings 
about his unsigned status with the San 
Francisco 49ers. “I just go out and try 
to play but always in the back of my 
mind is ‘What if I get hurt?’ Then what 
happens?”’ 
Williams, the fourth-year pro from 
Kansas who gained 1,203 yards last 
year, wouldn’t say just what the 


problems were in settling on a con­ 
tract. But he clearly expects more 
than he’s been offered to date.

WOOSTER, Ohio (AP) — An exotic 
disea«; which an Ohio entomologist 
brought back from South America 
may be the best hope for control of the 
unported fire ant. 


Dr. Roger Williams, research en­ 
tomologist at the Ohio Agricultural 
Research and Development Center, 
says the disease is caused by a tiny 
microorgansm. 


The black fire ant is believed to have 
first 
reached 
this country 
as 
a 
stowaway on a cargo ship docking at 
Mobile, Ala., in 1918. Its red cousin 
arrived in similar manner in 1930. 


Now their descendants are a 
spreading 
menace 
to health 
and 
agriculture across nine southern states 
from Texas to North Carolina. Worse, 
they are migrating northward and 
westward. 


The ants, scarcely a quarter inch 
long, live in cropland, pastures, lawns 
and golf courses. They build mounds 
up to two feet high. They swarm over 
animals and humans who stumble over 
the mounds. The ants sting viciously. 


Venom from the ants can cause 
coma in allergic persons and produces 
a painful burning sensation which 
gives the ants their name. 


Williams said it is possible, but 
unlikely, that the pest could spread 
into Ohio. 
He has studied the fire ant in South 
America off and on for seven years and 
is considered an expert on the pest. 
He says man’s primary weapon so 
far against the insect has been an ant 
pesticide called Mirex. But the 
chem ical 
produced 
cancer 
in 
laboratory mice and is blamed for 
deaths along the Gulf coast. The. U. S. 
Environmental Protection Agency luis 
called for its phase out within the next 
year. 
Williams said there will then be 
virtally no effective control of the fire 
ant in this country unless scientists 
come up with a new one. Researchers 
have tested some 3,000 other chemicals 
but none was effective. 
Williams believes the logical control 
route is biological. 
He said the reason fire ants thrive in 
this country is that none of their 


natural enemies came with them. In 
Brazil, certain insect predators and 
diseases help keep the fire ant under 
control. So Williams and fire ant ex­ 
perts from the University of Florida 
searched in South America for some of 
these natural controls. They came 
back with Thelohania sp. 
The protozoan disease is known to 


attack several species of fire ant, 
including the two in the United States. 
It feeds on fat tissue in the ant's ab­ 
domen. 
Researchers in Florida are trying to 
determine how best to infect fire ant 
colonies with the disease and what 
effects it will have on the livelihood of 
the colony.

Cleveland Mayor Ralph J. Perk 
welcomed more than IOO delegates to 
his two-day “National Conference on 
the Blight of Obscenity,” but warned 
them their job was going to be very 
difficult. 


“Until cities can find 
ways to 
determ ine com m unity standards, 
juries will have no guidelines by which 
to find pornographers guilty,” Perk 
said during T hursday’s 
opening 
session. 
“Until 
we 
firmly 
establish 
our 
standards, obscenity w ill go un­ 
checked and millions of taxpayer 
dollars will be wasted in futile efforts 
to convict. And saddest of all,” he 
added, “young lives will go on being 
wasted.” 
O pponents to

crusade say it is making Cleveland a 
national laughing stock. But most of 
the delegates backed Perk’s stand, as 
well as his idea of organizing the 
conference.

Hall does not use tomatoes, catsup or 
onions. “That’s not a Maine way of 
cooking,” he said. “This come down 
from the old lumber camps ... and they 
didn’t use those fancy things.”

WOOSTER, Ohio (AP) — An exotic 
disease which an Ohio entomologist 
brought back from South America 
may be the best hope for control of the 
imported fire ant. 


Dr. Roger Williams, research en­ 
tomologist at the Ohio Agricultural 
Research and Development Center, 
says the disease is caused by a tiny 
microorgansm. 


The black fire ant is believed to have 
first 
reached 
this 
country 
as 
a 
stowaway on a cargo ship docking at 
Mobile, Ala., in 1918. Its red cousin 
arrived in similar manner in 1930. 


Now their 
descendants 
are 
a 
spreading 
menace 
to 
health 
and 
agriculture across nine southern states 
from Texas to North Carolina. Worse, 
they are migrating northward and 
westward. 


The ants, scarcely a quarter inch 
long, live in cropland, pastures, lawns 
and golf courses. They build mounds 
up to two feet high. They swarm over 
animals and humans who stumble over 
the mounds. The ants sting viciously. 


Venom from the ants can cause 
coma in allergic persons and produces 
a painful burning sensation which 
gives the ants their name. 


Williams said it is possible, but 
unlikely, that the pest could spread 
into Ohio. 
He has studied the fire ant in South 
America off and on for seven years and 
is considered an expert on the pest. 
He says man’s primary weapon so 
far against the insect has been an ant 
pesticide called M irex. But the 
chem ical 
produced 
cancer 
in 
laboratory mice and is blamed for 
deaths along the Gulf coast. The. U. S. 
Environmental Protection Agency has 
called for its phase out within the next 
year. 
Williams said there will then be 
virtally no effective control of the fire 
ant in this country unless scientists 
come up with a new one. Researchers 
have tested some 3,000 other chemicals 
but none was effective. 
Williams believes the logical control 
route is biological. 
He said the reason fire ants thrive in 
this country is that none of their 


natural enemies came with them. In 
Brazil, certain insect predators and 
diseases help keep the fire ant under 
control. So Williams and fire ant ex­ 
perts from the University of Florida 
searched in South America for some of 
these natural controls. They came 
back with Thelohania sp. 
The protozoan disease is known to 


attack several species of fire ant, 
including the two in the United States. 
It feeds on fat tissue in the ant’s ab­ 
domen. 
Researchers in Florida are trying to 
determine how best to infect fire ant 
colonies with the disease and what 
effects it will have on the livelihood of 
the colony.

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O DNR Rehabilitates W ounded Animals 


Injured birds and mammals have 
little chance for survival in the wild. 
They depend on their defenses for 
protection from predators and upon 
their instincts for finding food. 
Mother Nature has no way of helping 
her injured, but man does. 
Although human presence in the wild 
has often upset the balance of nature, 
we can help Mother Nature in many 
ways, and one way is by tending to her 
wounded at the Raptor Rehabilitation 
Center in Preble County. 
Situated in Hueston Woods State 
Park and maintained by the Ohio 
department of Natural Resources’ 
(ODNR) Division of Parks and 
Recreation, the center nurses injured 
wildlife and returns them to their 
natural surroundings. 
Although the “raptor” refers to a 
bird of prey, the center staff also cares 
for other wounded and abandoned 
animals. 
Recuperating at the center may be a 
great-horned owl with a tom or broken 
wing, a hawk with a fractured leg, a 
baby raccoon or fox nursing from a 
Dottle or a lawn unintentionally 
wounded by a farmer mowing his field. 
The Raptor Rehabilitation Center 
receives most of its injured and 
abandoned 
wildlife 
from 
game 
protectors with ODNR’s Division of 
Wildlife. 
“People who find injured birds and 
mammals should not approach them 
or try to pick them up." said Stacey 
Snowman, park naturalist with ODNR 
in charge of caring for the injured 
wildlife. “They should call their local 
game protector who is properly 
trained in handling wild animals.” 
Snowman warned that wild animals 
which appear injured or abandoned 
may actually be diseased and if 
handled 
could 
transm it rabies, 
distemper or other communicable 
diseases to the individual. 
Occasionally, animals are brought to 
the center. More frequently, Snowman 
will make the 2^-hour car trip to the 
Wildlife Division’s headquarters in 
Columbus to pick up new patients. 
After an animal is brought to the 
Raptor Rehabilitation Center, a local 
veterinarian is consulted. 
According to Snowman, treating the 
injury is not the hardest part of her 
job. The difficult task is keeping a bird 
or mammal from losing its natural 
instincts for survival. 
“The longer you keep an animal in 
captivity, the lower its chances for 
survival in the wild,” Snowman said. 
“I can’t handle them or let them know 
that I’m supplying their food, other­ 
wise they become dependent on me.” 
Snowman must feed the wildlife 
from behind a screen so they can not 
see her and associate her as the food

are fed rats, mice or other small 
animals, such a groundhogs, killed on 
highways. Mice are raised at the 
center for feeding purposes. 
“This is what they eat in the wild.” 
Not all of the animals brought to the 
center are injured. About one-third 
come from individuals who have tried 
to raise them as pets. 
Too often people with good intentions 
will take home a young wild animal 
assumed to be abandoned by its 
mother. 
“Seldom will a mother abandon its 
young,” Snowman said. “When people 
approach a nest the mother will hide 
near by.” 
Snowman noted it is illegal to keep a 
wild animal such as squirrel, raccoon, 
rabbit or skunk. Individuals who have 
a wild bird or mammal should contact 
their local game protector who will 
arrange for transfer of the animal to 
the center for rehabilitation. 
There are between 30 and 40 birds 
and mammals at the center at any one 
time. Nearly 1,000 animals are treated 
a year.

The Pickaway County Fair will open 
at noon, Sunday, July 31. Entries for 
all classes not entered previous to Fair 
time 
will 
be accepted until 
the 
designated closing time. Early entries 
are encouraged. 
All entries to any class must be 
submitted to the Registration Com­ 
mittee with Offices in the Coliseum 
before they are assigned a stall space. 
One dollar will be charged all entries 
of livestock, payable at time entry is 
made. 
No animals shall be entered in any 
other name than that of the bonafide 
owner. Should any be entered other­ 
wise, they shall not be allowed to win a 
premium, although awarded by the 
judges. 
All exhibitors should be sure and 
give correct spelling of name and give 
complete mailing address. 
Protests against awards in any 
department of the Fair must be made 
in writing clearly setting forth the 
grounds of protest and must be filed 
with the manager not later than one 
day after the award is made. All 
protests will be considered by the 
Board at its first meeting succeeding 
the Fair, unless otherwise ordered. 
Parties interested will be duly notified 
and opportunity given them to submit 
evidence. Premiums on protest ar­ 
ticles or animals will be withheld until 
the protest is decided. 
All reasonable precautions will be 
made to prevent injury or accident to 
stock or other articles placed on 
exhibition, but the Society will not be 
responsible for loss or damage. 
All animals or other articles will be 
assigned certain designated places 
and the exhibitor must comply with 
these assignments. 


No disorderly conduct of any kind 
will be permitted. A police force will be 
on hand to prevent the same and to see 
that rules are observed. 
Night watchmen will be on hand 
each night of the Fair for protection of 
all exhibitors. 
No exhibit in any class shall be 
removed previous to 9 p.m. August 5, 
unless otherwise stated in schedule.

Pets Available At Shelter 
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Clarksburg

Stop! Don’t go into that pet shop and 
buy a pedigree pet. Go to the Pickaway 
County Animal Shelter, on Ringgold 
Southern Road, and give a good home 
to a less fortunate animal. 
In Pickaway County alone, 40 to 80 
dogs and cats are picked up weekly by 
the Dog Wardens. Perhaps five of 
these will be sold to anxious animal 
lovers. 
A dog from the shelter, with its 
license, costs only $6. Cats and kittens 
are given away free of charge. 
A male Pet-of-the-Week, a project of 
the Humane Society, costs $15. This fee 
includes a distemper vaccination and a 
license. 
A female Pet-of-the-Week costs $35, 
which includes the license, distemper 
vaccination and cost of having her 
spayed. 


Nearly 95 per cent of the pets taken 
from the Animal Shelter are a direct 
result of the Pet-of-the-Week column in 
the Circleville Herald. It could be that 
many people are not aware of the pets 
available through the Pickaw ay 
County Animal Shelter and the 
Pickaway County Humane Society. 


The animals picked up by the Dog 
Wardens are kept from one week to ten 
days. They must stay at the Animal 
Shelter a minimum of three days 
according to state law. Even if the 
owner comes to claim their pet at the 
shelter, they must wait the allotted 
three day period before taking their 
pet home. 


Conditions in the shelter are 
satisfactory, especially considering 
the amount of funds allotted for the 
program. A bi-weekly, average food 
bill amounts to approximately $90, 
depending, of course, on how many 
animals are being housed during those 
weeks. During the times we visited the 
Animal Shelter, there were four large 
dogs in the cages. These 
would 
naturally eat more food than several 
kittens or puppies.

Sick animals 
must be destroyed to prevent the 
contamination of the other healthy 
animals. The sick animals are put out 
of their misery by means of a gas 
chamber, which is one of the most 
humane and quick methods known.

Permanent Fish 
License Available 


Ohio senior citizens who purchase 
the lifetime fishing license available to 
them at age 65 need carry that license 
only one year, says the Division of 
Wildlife of the Ohio Department of 
Natural Resources. 
After the first year, those who have 
bought the lifetime license only need 
carry identification indicating their 
age, said Dale Haney, Chief of the 
Division of Wildlife. 
Legislation 
exempting 
senior 
citizens from having to display the 
license after the one-year period is 
effective August 26,1977. 
However, Haney said, all wildlife 
law enforcement personnel have been 
instructed to recognize the exemption 
effective immediately. 
The permanent fishing licenses 
available to citizens at age 65 costs 
$4.50, the same as a regular fishing 
license.
